A SEW TURN Ie Arens. 
Special Coryespandence of The Chycage Bribuna, 

Mapisoy, Feb. 20.—A very unexpected turn 
was given to railroad megsures this week. The 
Commissioners’ report took a conservative view 
of the question, and recommended a modifica- 
tion eof the Potter law. Their conclusions were 
elaborated in a pill framed by Commissioner 
Paul, in which Gommissioner Osborne inserted 
several provisions. Thie draft was completed 
simul y with the publiestion of their re- 
port, and handed to Mr. Hudd, a meniber of 
the Assembly Railroad Committee, and by him 
was delivered to the Chairman. When the con- 
servative oharacter of the report became known, 
the Granger members of the Legislature, who, 
with the lobby present in that interest, consti- 
tute a formidable body, met in secret session, 
aud repudiated the more important conclusions 
of the Commissionera, and strenuously opposed 
their embodiment in the proposed bill, There- 
fore Commissioner Osborne recalled the bill 
from the Chairman of the Railroad Committee 
on the plea of amending it. Meantime the rep- 
resentatives of the railroad compsnies, who had 
been obliged to await the recommendations of 
the Commissioners before shapiag their policy, 
believing the bill referred to was the best meas- 
ure they could hope to carry, had it printed, 
Thereupon the Granger faction asserted that a 
conspiracy existed to foist the printed bill upon 
the Legislatnpre; and so effective were their 
avowed suspicions, that lssioners Os- 
borne and Hoyt were induced to send a 
second pill to the Assembly Committee. After 
leaving it with the Committee one day, the bill 
was withdrawn for amendment. Fearing an 
irr ible conflict, Gov. Taylor advised the 
leadi Granger to avoid repeating last winter's 
mistake. In his me the Governor had 
urged @ modification of the law, from which po- 
sition be is understood not to have receded. 
Thus far his advice has deen disregarded. 

Among the provisions of the second bill is one 
requiring railroads in the State to publish semi- 
aunual reports, in which all measures 
affecting the status of the Company, leases, cou- 
tracts, or agreements, shall be anbounced before 
they shall be undertaken or consummated. Even 

r. Orlidge, the accredited representative of 
the State Grange, and jeader of their lobby, 
after enpoungcing that he had con- 
siderable to do with the bill, deprecated the 
adoption of that feature, and, by way of illustra- 
tion, assured the rural mem they would 
not want to tell everybody when they desired 
ta buy acertain farm or team some weeks be- 
fore they could effect the purchase.

RAILWAY ACCIDENT, 


4 BROKEN BAIL ON THE GHIGAGO, BOCK ISLAND 4 
PACIFIC ROAD—ONE MAN KILLED AND SEVERAL 
WOUNDED, 

The express train on the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad, due in this eity early yes- 
terday morning, was delayed over an hour by 
an accident some 2 miles east of Shefiield, 
by which a sleeper and two coaches wore thrown 
from the track, resulting in the death of one of 
the passengers, the breaking of the arm of an- 
other, and the inflicting of slight wounds upon 
several others. 

The accident occurred about 1:20 a. m., and 
the train reached the city an hour and a half bo- 
hind time, Most of the wounded lived along 
the line of the road, between the scene of the 
accident and this city, Those who arrived 
were only slightly in- 
jured, and agree substantially in their 
version of the affair, though none could give the 
names of the passengers wounded, or even of 
the one who has since died. A Mr. John Carter, 
of Glen wood, Ia., was among the passengers. 
He stated to a reporter yesterday that the acci- 
dent was caused by a broken rail, but how it was 
broken hé did not know. He was in the car 
next the sleeper when the accident occurred, 
and the first intimation he had of it was the 
jumping of the car over the ties. He started 
for the door at once, but before he 
could reach it the car was throwu down the em- 
bankment. He heard the brakeman say, just 
before the accident, that the train was behind 
time, and had to make\it up before reaching Chi- 
cago. At the time of the accident the train was 
mov ing with more than usual speed, and when 
the first alarm was given ho saw a man, name 
unknown, rush for the door of the car 
and jump off.

The 
planes of these openings are parallel to each 
other, but form an angle of 12 deg. with the 
equator, so that the bighest past of the north 
plane is direotly opposite the lowest part of the 
south plane. The shell of the earth: about 
1,000 miles thick, and the edges of this shell at 
thé o F are ca verges, and measure, 
from regular concavity within to the regular 
convexity without, about 1,500 miles. The 
Verges ocoupy about 25 deg., and, if delinesied 
on map, would show amily the outer half of 


| the verge, while all above or farther from the 


equator, both north and south, would lie on 
the apex and within rhe verge. All 
the olar regions u the present map 
would? he Sul 0 sight. The me- 
ridian lines extend at right angles 
from the equator to the outer dges of the 
verges, and then wind round along the surface 
of the verges, — the points directly 
under the highest parts the verges, both 
north and south. From the regular convexity 
of the interior concavity of the earth across the 
verge is 1,500 miles,—a distance so great that a 
vessel sailing over the verge would not perceive 
the change in her direction, except from the 
apparent change of the heavenly bodies, or 
from observations of the difference in the ex 
panse of the visible horizon.

THE DUTY OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY.

In revising the several statutes on the sub- 
ject, the gentlemen intrusted with the task 
worded the law through inadvertence—as 
they themselves state—in such a way that an 
ambiguity now exists in it.

We need foreign capital here,—need it to 
keep open our workshops, maintain our rail- 
roads, and furnish a market for our grain and 
other products. Yet this foreign capital will 
not come here unless it can get as much as 
one citizen of the State is willing to pay an- 
other. It will flow around us, quickening 
the production of wealth on every side, but 
leaving Illinois to get along as best she 
can with her own wholly inadequate 
stock of money capital. The discovery

THE GRAND-JURY SYSTEM. 

A resolution was passed by the Illinois 
House of Representatives directing that a 
bill be reported to abolish the Grand—Jury 
system. It is to be hoped that this subject 
will be more thoroughly discussed before any 
such radical change be made in the law. We 
can understand that in Montgomery County, 
and even in Kane County, the ends of sub- 
stantial justice may be obtained without the 
intervention of a Grand Jury. But in other 
communities the Grand Jury is an indispensa- 
ble protection to the public. To abolish the 
Grand Jury in this eounty would be te break 
down every protection to the community. We 
admit that, in a large majority of criminal 
cases, such as larceny, robbery, forgery, burg- 
lary, and kindred crimes, the Grand Jury 
might be dispensed with and the persons tried 
directly upon the evidence. In such cases 
the evidence is known, and the witnesses may 
be summoned as well to testify in court as in the 
Grand-Jury room. But there are other classes 
of cases where the evidence is not accessible ; 
where there must be power and authority 
somewhere to investigate the facts, and com- 
pel reluctant witnesses to reveal their knowl- 
edge. This canonly be done bys Grand 
Jury. No public prosecutor or private citi-

Land and Labor. There was not a spot. of 
standing room even, and the audience was as en- 
thusiastic as it was numer) great. Several 
times the speaker was interrupted by epplause, 
laughter, and cries of *‘Hear! Hear!” While at 
every pause the ball echoed with the usual marks 
ef approval. 
He opened his lecture with a description of 
Tun DIVISION OF LAND 

in different parts of the world, England, France, 
Germany, aud America being more especially 
alluded ta, He dwelt upon millions of acres 
owned in England by various titled individuals. 
He spoke of the million and à half acres owned 
by the Duke of Sutherland; of the vast estates 
of the Duke of Buccleugh in Scotland and Ire- 
land; of the vast estates owned by the Duke of 
Norfolk, drawing a vivid picture of the men who 
grind files, knives, and saws, where sparks of 
steel find thelr way Into the lungs; of their sut-

A not very flattering description of this gen- 
tleman followed, ending win ‘You mighs ag 
well buy a doll out of @ dollar store, The Duke 
of Bedford got his money by stealing from the 
Church. Mr. Bradlaugh did not urge that it. wae 
a sorious crime to steal from the Church (laugh- 
ter and loud appleuse), bu’ in the lands which 
lay uncultivated and wrere all game was 
preserved, if 6 peasant was caught 
with a rabbit or a hare, he would 
be sent to jal. What Mr. Dradisugh objected 
to was that what was lawful in the one was un- 
lawful in the other. He had been found fault 
with for using the word stole in regard to this 
noble Duke, but what else was it ? if there was 
any other word he would luke to knowit. He 
next spoke, rather humorously, ef the freedom 
of press criticism, acd the ignorance of facta, 
the want of knowledge, which had led certain 

apers to dispute his statements in regard to 
English lands. He reiterated the fact that there 
are 32,000,000 acres 
NOT WELL CULTIVATED 
and 11,000,000 which are totally 
uncultivated. He spoke of English papers, sach 
as the Morning News, which admitted 14,000,000 
acces Of upoultivated land; but be was willing 
to take the lowest estimate, Because he 
demanded that these should be dug, 
plowed, sown, and cultivated, hoe Was 
called a demagogue. He was told that 
he rebelied against their Dukes. He vent on to 
show that they bad not been themen who had 
been of use in the world, who had been pioneers, 
who bad planted colonies, of even tilled their 
own soil, adding: They alone have been the 
weeds that have 4 iu our garden.” 

He next stated that, between the years 1727 
and 1832, this class stole 700,000,000 acres from 
the poor and added it to their own estates. He

“doubtful.” On the schedule, classed in the 
first category, was the following entry: Claim 
against Gen. Osborne, of the United States 
Army, and others, for the burning, in January or 
February, 1865, from 7,000 to 8,000 bales of my 
cotton in Arkansas and Lousiana.” 

At the time of filing this petition, he still owed 
1 — to ber Britannic Majesty, Queen Victo- 
ria, the clause in the printed forme, containing 
the oath of citizenship, being erased. 
proceedings in bankruptcy took the usual course, 
and excited no unusual interest. It was referred 
to Flamen Ball, Esq., Register in Bankruptcy for 
the Second District, and at a meeting of the 
creditors, held on the 5th of February, 1869, 
Thomas Jefferson Pheips, „ was chosen aa- 
signee. An order was to sell the sup- 
poséd worthless claims at private sale, and 
identical claim mentioned above was sold to Mr. 
Wiliam White, tobacco dealer on Front street, 
im this city, who had had other business 
trangactions with Mr. McDonald, for $20. 
The bankrupt applied for his discharge, and, no 
oe being urged. he was discharged of his 
debts on the 16th of March, 1869, took the 
usual oath on the following day. 

The month of May, 1871, witnessed the crea- 
tion of the treaty between England and the 
United States under which the Mixed Commis 
sion on British and American claims was organ- 
ized, To this Commission Mr. Augustine Ralph 
McDonald submitted a claim for indemnification 
in the sum of $2,500,000.

WASHINGTON. 


In the Senate, the credentials of Andrew John- 
son were read aud placed on file. A resolution 
was passed for appointment of a committee 
of five Senators to oxamine the workings of the 
Civil Service, with intent to recommend some re- 
organization and improvement. The joint reso- 
lution which passed the House last winter, re- 
lating to Civil ice appointment, was passed. 
It provides that in all cases under Civil-Service 
examinations f a position under the 
Government, when a disabled United 
States soldier, his wife, or the widow of de- 
ceased soldier dying of wounds or disease con- 
tracted in the line of duty as such soldier, or his 
orphan child, shall pass such examination at the 
standard fixed by paid rules, such person shall 
have precedence for the appointment to any ex- 
isting vacancy, ything in the rulesof the 
Civil-Service to the cortrary notwithstanding. 
‘The Indian Appropriation bill was considered 
and a number of amendments agreed to.
